High tech geography to 
assist county operations

CHARLEVOIX 
COUNTY — Geographic 
Information Systems, or 
GIS, is the ultimate to a ge- 
ography enthusiast. For pro- 
fessionals who work in the 
zoning, equalization, sur- 
veying and development 
fields, it provides valuable 
tools. 

Brian Kelly is the coordi- 
nator of the high-tech 
county department known 
as GIS. He reported on the 
department and technology 
to the new county commis- 


sioners at their meeting on 
Jan. 10. 

GIS combines the visual 
elements and features on a 
map with the ability to link 
characteristics about the fea- 
tures in databases. 

The system takes data- 
base information and dis- 
plays it, providing the op- 
portunity to visualize infor- 
mation. For instance, a 
realtor may request the lo- 
cation of properties within 
the Boyne City School Dis- 
trict for a client, and the in- 
formation will be displayed 
on a map. 

GIS maps are beneficial 


for emergency service re- 
sponders who are able to 
locate residents quickly by 
viewing neighborhoods. 
Law enforcement use GIS in 
various ways. For instance, 
if a sex offender must live 
no closer than 1,000-feet 
from a school, GIS can pro- 
duce all of the house ad- 
dresses and residents’ names 
within 1,000-feet and 
crosscheck for violators. 

Cities and townships may 
use GIS to track develop- 
ment in order to plan for 
expansion of public re- 
sources, Kelly said. 

‘The county planning de- 


partment has pursued aerial 
imagery to produce an ex- 
isting land use profile of the 
county. This feature will as- 


sist the county as it prepares 


its new land use plan. 

The county road commis- 
sion may use GIS, together 
with the Global Positioning 
System, to locate new drive- 
ways throughout the county. 

Collecting the positions 
of the driveways will assist 
the road commission ini as- 
signing new address num- 


- bers. It will also aid in evalu- 


ating future travel demands 
on the county road system.

— Snowfall a relief for 
Boyne Mountain

BOYNE FALLS — De- 
spite the warm weather and 
lack of snowfall during the 
holiday season, Boyne 
Mountain’s ski resort has 
been doing well. 

“We didn’t have the ter- 
rain open we wanted to,” 
said Ed Grice, the general 
manager of Boyne Moun- 
tain. “But we still had a 
pretty successful season 
thanks to the water park.” 

During December when 
ski resorts were aching for 
cooler weather, Boyne 
Mountain had an advantage 
of being able to rely on the 
other services it offers to 
bring in business. Avalanche 
Bay, Solace Spa and the res- 
taurants at Boyne Mountain 
provide the resort with alter- 
native entertainment to make 
up for a slower ski season. 

Surprisingly — even 
though only 14 runs and five 
ski lifts were open in De- 
cember and early January — 
the number of seasonal ski 
passes sold increased by 10 
percent in part due to the 
Student Free Ride Program.

The projects lined up for GIS include road sign 
upgrade, tax map upgrade, land use map, fire and 
water source sign publication, and plat book devel- 
opment. Geographic databases include parcel own- 
ership, digital aerial photography, zoning, and en- 
vironmental features, such as soils. 

Charlevoix County initiated GIS during the early 
1990s. In 1998, the county received a grant to de- 
velop a GIS strategic plan throughout the county’s 
operations. In August 2001, Kelly was hired as co- 
ordinator.

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Stallone has 
the last laugh 
in Rocky film 


Rocky Balboa isn’t much different than Santa 
Claus. The jolly old man in red may not be as physi- 
cally confrontational as the 60-year-old Italian Stal- 
lion, but it’s the spirit inside that the world needs — 
whether it’s one night a year, or six installments of 
a heroic film series. 

When Sylvester Stallone announced he would be 
reviving the classic underdog character for a sixth 
and supposedly final film, many folks laughed, 
raised eyebrows or cracked jokes using the words 
“geriatric,” “dinosaur,” or a combination of the two. 

But when the final bell rings, guess who’s stand- 
ing in the middle of the ring having the last laugh — 
Rocky himself. 

What “Rocky Balboa” — the movie — did was re- 
juvenate the downfallen all over again. Not the 
downfallen as a sorry subdivision of society but the 
very mentality Stallone’s character has at the be- 
ginning of the original film. He was the underdog. 
He was the never-in-a-million-years. He was the 
in-your-dreams. And then he was the champion. 

And 30 years later, Rocky’s final round is a vic- 
tory for us all — the 20-year-old Baby Boomers or 
the 95-year-old seniors who still want to climb into 
the ring of life. 

Sounds corny but regardless of if this was to be 
an award-winning script with beautiful character 
development and a heart-wrenching ending, it is 
the story that can touch anyone and send them run- 
ning back up the Philly Art Museum’s steps — at 
any pace age would allow. 

“I look around at people my age, and I can see it 
in their eyes — a kind of bittersweet reflection,” 
Stallone told Newsweek magazine last month. 
“People say ‘I didn’t live the life that I wanted, and 
now I’ve got all this stuff I want to say, but nobody 
wants to hear it.’ I was feeling that, and if you don’t 
get it out, it can become a beast that tears you apart.” 

And that’s what the aged fighter did — got back 
in the ring unsure if he could win. Well, he knew he 
could win but it wasn’t about that. It was just about 
the fight. That’s the Rocky inside us all. 

That fight was what lacked in the other final 
- Rocky:movie —number five. “V” featured a bank- 
rupt and depressed Balboa — and that was before 
the flopped film brought in only $41 million. So 
this latest installment was a necessity and Stallone 
knew it, regardless of the constant ribbing he re- 
ceived for it. 

“I don’t understand aging gracefully,” he told 
Newsweek. “I'd rather age ungracefully, kicking 
and screaming. Don’t hand me down my top hat 
and walking cane.” 

If Stallone preaches it, who are we to question? 

This is the purpose, goal, moral and meaning 
behind “Rocky Balboa” — the movie and the char- 
acter. It’s a movie about dealing with age. Not so 
much conquering or denouncing your age, but 
riding along with it as a companion. If you’re 30, 
you’re 30. If you’re approaching 80, you’re ap- 
proaching 80. Why fight it? 

Get in the ring and see if, as Balboa (the charac- 
ter) says, there’s anything left in the basement. 

Critics — both professional and amateur — rang in 
on the sixth Rocky film. Some praised Stallone’s 
vigor while others dubbed it a joke and meaning- 
less sequel in a world or meaningless sequels. None 
of the reviews really matter because it’s that Rocky 
Balboa inside us all that speaks volumes. 

Stallone’s message back in the original was that 
of the pure underdog story. The noname pushed 
through to the top. His moral comes full circle in 
number six. 

Rocky has no age. No face. No gender. No color, 
creed, size or language. 

Rocky’s the same magic that lives inside us each 
Christmas Eve night when the jolly old man in red 
gets credit for the gifts you paid for and place un- 
der the tree. It’s a never-ending legend. 

We can stare at the Art Museum’s steps and hear 
the theme song begin. Doesn’t matter if you’re 10 
years old or clutching to a walker at 101. You'll 
make it to the top, turn around, and raise your fists 
in the air.

Carbon monoxide 
(CO) is a colorless, 
odorless, _ tasteless, 
toxic gas produced by 
burning fuel. The 
most common sources 
are furnaces, wood
